‘WARLIKE INVENTIONS. 
The subject of light as a means of pro- 


venting the approach of torpedo craft to- 
wards a ship in the night seems to have 
attracted the attention of numerous inven- 
tora. One of the most simple and ingenious 
contrivances for the purpose of investing a 
fleet with a zone of igh through which no 
enemy could pass without being observed, 
hoa been devised by M. F ilas, 
of-Vienna.

THE MAN-OF-WAR OF THE FUTURE. 
The British man-of-war of the future, as 
sketched by Mr. Scott Russell it a paper 
read by him last week, on the “Development 
‘eot,”” before 0, meeting 
of the members of the Royal United Service 
Institution, differs in so many essential 
particulars from any ship now afloat or on 
the slips, that the design, coming as it does 
from so eminent an authority, deserves 
attentive consideration, even by those who 
are by no means disposed to acce) bit aso 
satisfactory solution of a much vexed question 
in naval architecture. The peculiar features 
of the ship proposed by Mr. Scott Russell 
are that, in the first place, the whole of the 
interior is. divided into a number of water- 
tight and air-tight casemates; and that, 
secondly, the armour plates, instead of being, 
as they aro at present, affixed or bolted on 
to the hull proper of the vessel, shall be 
incorporated within the atructure of the iron 
lates‘of which the sides of a modern ship ia 
Puilt up. Minor points, in which Mr. Scott 
Russell's proposed man-of-war differs from 
those at.prosent existing, are—the form 
given to the stem, the appliances for steerin, 
and maneuvring the vessel, the shape an 
size of the poft-holes, the fittings of the gun 
carringes, and: the material of which the 
armour plates are made.
